Vegetable  Oils  and  Fats 

The  Minister  of  Food  has  authorised  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1939,  No. 
1279)  any  person  until  further  notice:  (i)  to  use  any  of  the  oils 
specified  in  the  Schedule  otherwise  than  for  the  purpose  of  or  in 
the  manufacture  of  human  or  animal  food,  and  (2)  to  treat  or 
permit  to  be  treated  any  of  such  oils  in  such  manner  as  to  render 
the  same  unfit  or  less  fit  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  human  or 
animal  food.  The  oils  referred  to  in  the  Schedule  are  castor, 
linseed,  niger  seed,  perilla  seed  and  rape  seed.  A  copy  of  the 
Order  can  be  obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  Kingsway, 
London,  W.C.2,  price  id. 

Import  Licensing 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  issued  an  open  general  licence  under 
the  Import  Prohibition  (No.  i)  Order,  1939,  authorising,  as  from 
September  30,  until  further  notice,  the  importation  into  the 
United  Kingdom  of  certain  goods  if  consigned  from  any  part  of 
the  British  Empire  except  Palestine  and  Transjordan.  Imports 
of  these  goods  may,  therefore,  be  effected  without  further 
licensing  if  consigned  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  a  British 
Empire  territory  (except  Palestine  and  Transjordan).  The  goods 
so  affected  include  the  following: — Fruit  juices,  isinglass,  meat 
extracts  and  essences,  dry  earth  colours,  brooms  and  brushes 
(not  being  brushes  designed  for  use  solely  as  parts  of  machinery) 
and  parts  thereof.  The  Import  Licensing  Department  are  also 


prepared  to  consider  applications  for  licences  for  any  goods  in 
the  prohibited  list  (whether  asterisked  or  not)  in  cases  where  it 
is  shown  that  they  were  paid  for  prior  to  September  5,  1939. 
Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  importers  who,  in  con- 
sequence of  import  restrictions,  desire  to  investigate  the  possi- 
bilities of  securing  alternative  supplies  from  United  Kingdom 
manufacturers,  may  apply  for  advice  as  to  possible  sources  of 
supply  to  the  Department  of  Overseas  Trade,  35  Old  Queen 
Street,  S.W.I  ;  Telephone:  Whitehall  9040.

War-time  Trading  Hours 

Birmingham. — The  medical  subcommittee  of  the  Birmingham 
Insurance  Committee  has  issued  a  statement  that  while  desirous 
of  co-operating  with  doctors  and  chemists  with  a  view  to  reducing 
the  evening  hours  of  the  service,  it  is  of  opinion  that  further  time 
must  be  afforded  within  which  to  obtain  evidence  as  to  the 
minimum  time  to  be  allowed  in  present  conditions  to  meet  the 
medical  needs  of  insured  persons. 

Hull. — The  evening  closing  hour  for  Hull  chemists'  shops 
is  to  be  7  p.m.  until  November  i,  and  6  p.m.  from  then  until 
the  end  of  February,  according  to  a  decision  reached  by  Hull 
Insurance  Committee.  Panel  doctors  have  been  requested  to 
plan  their  surgery  hours  accordingly. 

Liverpool. — The  evening  closing  hour  at  Liverpool  chemists' 
shops  has  been  fixed  at  7  p.m.  as  from  October  2.  On  Wednesday 
(early  closing  day)  pharmacies  will  open  6  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  instead 
of  7  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  at  present.  There  is  an  understanding  that 
any  urgent  prescription  re- 
quiring to  be  dispensed  at  a 
later  hour  will  be  dispensed 
by  any  chemist  who  resides 
on  the  premises. 

Norwich. — Correspond- 
ence   on    the    subject  of 
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chemists'  hours  of  opening  has  appeared  in  the  local  Press.  On 
September  25  there  was  published  a  letter  from  the  secretary  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  Branch  in  the  following  terms  : 
"It  has  been  suggested  at  a  meeting  that  all  Norwich  chemists 
should  close  at  6.30  p.m.  I  consider  that  it  is  premature  to  decide 
anything  definite  and  propose  instead  that  each  chemist  should 
close  according  to  the  demands  of  his  customers  in  any  particular 
area.  These  extreme  conditions  of  tension  are  bound  to  have 
their  effects  on  the  health  of  the  people  and  to  limit  supplies  of 
essential  medicines  to  early  hours  is  not  in  the  public  interests. 
How  can  a  worker  leaving  factory  at  6  p.m.  with  an  incipient  cold 
which  needs  prompt  attention  be  expected  to  consult  his  doctor, 
obtain  a  prescription,  and  reach  a  pharmacy  before  6.30  p.m.  ? 
The  public  are  inconvenienced  enough  already,  so  let  the  chemists 
get  together  and  assure  the  people  of  our  wholehearted  support 
in  a  service  which  is  even  better  than  that  given  in  peace  time." 
The  following  day  a  letter  appeared  over  the  signatures  of  the 
secretaries  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  local  branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  president  of  the  local  Chemists' 
Association  and  the  chairman  of  the  N.P.U.  branch,  stating  that 
consultations  were  in  progress  with  the  Panel  Committee  with 
a  view  to  rearrangement  of  surgery  hours  and  the  opening  of 
chemists'  shops,  and  that  doctors,  chemists,  and  the  public 
would  at  once  be  informed  of  any  alterations. 

Manchester 

War-time  activities. — The  Council  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  chairman  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  a  meeting  held  recently, 
decided  to  suspend  all  social  functions  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  usual  monthly  meetings  will  be  maintained  as  far  as  possible, 
to  be  held  on  Wednesday  afternoons,  following  the  precedent 
created  during  the  last  war.

— Facilities  for  instruction  in  window 
dressing  for  chemists'  assistants  are  now  provided  at  the  Liver- 
pool School  of  Art,  where  Mr.  H.  L.  Jones  (display  manager  of 
a  Liverpool  store)  has  been  appointed  lecturer.  Specialised 
groups  of  merchandise  are  dealt  with  on  different  nights  of  the 
week,  and  the  night  for  chemists'  assistants  is  Monday.

bility of  giving  property  owners  what  would  amount  to  premium- 
free  cover  against  such  risks.

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Imperial  and 

Canada 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  passed. — A  Canadian  proclamation  of 
July  29  brought  into  force,  as  from  August  i,  portions  of  amend- 
ments to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  passed  during  a  recent  session 
of  the  Canadian  Parliament.  The  amendments  became  operative 
at  once.  They  include  broadening  of  the  term  "medicine"  to 
apply  to  any  substance  or  mixture  of  substances  which  may  be 
used  in  restoring,  correcting,  or  modifying  organic  functions 
(such  as  glandular  extracts  administered  for  conditions  not 
regarded  as  pathological).  The  word  "  manufacture  "  is  narrowed 
to  mean  "manufacture  for  sale,"  because  otherwise  it  would 
include  private  operations  which  concern  only  the  individual, 
such  as  the  manufacture  by  a  doctor  of  a  vaccine  to  be  adminis- 
tered directly  to  his  patient.  Other  amendments  require  foreign 
manufacturers  to  furnish,  with  their  invoices,  declarations  that 
their  products  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Canadian  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  and  regulations ;  give  greater  control  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pensions  and  National  Health  over  packaging,  labelling, 
sale,  advertising,  and  adulteration ;  and  affect  packaged  foods 
and  drugs  exported  from  Canada.  At  present  nothing  in  the 
Act  necessitates  changes  in  the  procedure  of  manufacturers 
abroad  exporting  cosmetics  to  Canada. 

South  Africa 

Shortage  of  medicines  feared. — As  a  result  of  war  condi- 
tions, chemists  and  druggists  in  South  Africa  fear  that  before 
long  they  may  experience  a  shortage  of  many  popular  selling 
lines.  South  Africa  purchases  more  patent  medicines  per  head 
of  population  than  any  other  country  in  the  world,  and  many 
of  these  preparations  are  imported  from  the  United  States  or 
Great  Britain.  The  unfavourable  dollar  rate  has  caused  a  rise 
in  the  prices  of  the  leading  American  products,  and  this  has 
been  a  much  more  important  factor  than  the  war  risk  insurance 
rate.  Although  an  increasing  number  of  chemical  products  are 
now  manufactured  in  South  Africa,  the  raw  materials  have  to 
be  imported.  Even  before  the  present  crisis  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  securing  certain  items,  including  bandages,  from 
Great  Britain.  Firms  which  formerly  received  supplies  within 
seven  weeks  of  ordering  have  had  to  wait  as  much  as  three-and- 
a-half  months  before  orders  were  carried  out.  It  is  anticipated 
that  as  a  result  of  the  war  there  will  be  an  extension  of  chemical 
manufacturing  activities  in  South  Africa. 


Foreign  News 

Wages  in  Chemical  Industry. — A  Wage  Board  has  been 
sitting  in  Cape  Town  to  investigate  conditions  in  the  chemical 
manufacturing  industry.  A  memorandum  submitted  by  the 
Chemical  Workers'  Industrial  Union  declared  that  existing  wage 
rates  made  it  impossible  for  workers  to  maintain  a  civilised 
standard  of  living  and  that  the  industry  employed  5,000  people. 

It  was  stated  that  employers  were  assisted  by  protective  tariffs 
against  imported  goods,  and  by  reduced  duties  on  imported  raw 
materials,  but  the  workers  had  "not  been  allowed  a  fair  share 
of  the  prosperity  that  had  prevailed."  When  the  union  began  to 
organise  in  1937,  the  weekly  wage  rates  were  12s.  to  25s.  for 
women,  and  15s.  to  £2  for  men.  The  union  had  obtained  increases 
of  from  3s.  to  los.  per  week  for  women  and  5s.  to  15s.  for  men, 
but,  in  relation  to  the  profits,  the  union  claimed  that  these  wages 
were  inadequate.  Women  employed  in  the  work  were  exposed 
to  great  physical  strain,  and  many  suffered  in  health.  It  was 
essential  that  the  hours  of  work  should  be  reduced  to  forty,  and  a 
rest  period  introduced.  In  refusing  to  grant  higher  wages,  certain 
employers,  stated  the  Memorandum,  had  used  the  argument 
that  the  work  of  most  employees  was  of  an  unskilled  character. 
In  reality  the  work  was  technical  and  required  much  training. 
The  Memorandum  also  asked  for  double  pay  on  Sundays  and 
holidays,  annual  leave  on  full  pay,  two  weeks'  sick  leave,  free 
aprons  and  overalls,  and  one  week's  notice  of  the  termination 
of  employment.  Since  January  i,  1938,  a  wage  agreement, 
agreed  to  by  the  workers'  union,  had  functioned  satisfactorily, 
though  conditions  could  be  improved  in  some  respects;  this 
agreement  should  form  the  basis  of  any  determination  the  board 
might  recommend.  The  Chamber  of  Industries  suggested  the 
following  scales  of  pay :  Women,  20s.  a  week  for  the  first  six 
months,  25s.  for  the  second  six  months,  and  thereafter  30s. ; 
men,  30s.  to  35s.,  and  finally  40s. ;  unskilled  workers  and  minors, 
25s.  to  27s.  6d.  after  the  first  six  months,  and  finally  30s.  a  week; 
forewomen,  40s.  per  week.  The  employers'  memorandum  recom- 
mended a  48-hour  week,  overtime  pay  during  the  week,  double 
wages  on  Sundays  and  public  holidays,  and  one  week's  leave  a 
year  on  full  pay.  Piecework  should  not  be  compulsory  but  must 
be  possible,  provided  no  employees  thus  engaged  received  less 
than  the  minimum  wage.  Employees  should  receive  not  less  than 
24  hours'  notice  of  the  termination  of  employment.  Sick  leave 
for  one  week  on  full  pay  must  be  permitted  after  a  year's  employ- 
ment. Ten-minute  rest  intervals  twice  daily  for  women  were 
also  recommended.

Rising  Prices 

Your  recent  comment  on  the  inevitable  rise  of  prices  in 
most  commodities  (p.  325)  is  timely.  Just  before  I  read  it  I 
had  seen  an  instructive  letter  in  a  daily  paper  instancing  the 
case  of  an  electric  fitting  which  in  the  course  of  manufacture 
goes  through  six  stages  in  six  different  factories.  If,  then,  an 
insurance  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  is  requisite  in  respect  of  the 
stock  of  each  of  the  six  factories,  what  ought  to  be  the  price  of 
the  finished  fitting  to  the  public  ?  This  is  only  one  example  of 
the  complications  that  may  arise.  And  how  is  the  retailer  to 
estimate  the  "  categories  of  stock  "  in  his  shop  ?  I  well  remember 
the  two  Profiteering  Acts  of  the  years  1919  and  1920.  It  was 
once  my  lot  to  waste  an  hour  or  so  at  a  session  of  a  tribunal 
appointed  under  the  Acts  while  waiting  for  the  hearing  of  a 
case  in  which  I  was  interested.  The  chairman,  a  man  of  first- 
rate  qualifications  for  the  post,  was  partnered  by  a  motley  team 
of  persons  selected,  presumably,  from  the  council  of  the  borough 
in  which  the  tribunal  sat,  persons  with  mentalities  ranging  from 
that  of  Justice  Shallow  to  that  of  the  dustman  in  Mr.  Shaw's 
"Pygmalion."  The  proceedings  had  most  of  the  elements  of  an 
average  farce.  One  complaint  related  to  the  surcharge  of  a 
penny  or  thereabouts  on  a  banana  purchased  at  a  refreshment 
bar :  the  hearing  of  it  involved  the  attendance  of  an  eminent 
barrister,  and  evidence  of  the  market  price  of  the  commodity 
on  the  day  of  the  alleged  offence.  I  trust  that  so  ludicrous  a 
travesty  will  never  again  be  attempted. 


B.P.  Tests 

The  first  instalment  (p.  343)  of  a  detailed  criticism  by  Mr. 
T.  L.  Bowyer  of  the  analytical  processes  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia is  of  particular  importance,  both  for  the  high  quality  of 
the  research  that  underlies  it  and  as  an  indication  that  you  are 
not  allowing  the  stress  of  war  conditions  to  prevent  recognition 
of  scientific  work.  Without  such  work  the  authority  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  must  necessarily  diminish.  The  laboratory  set 
up  by  the  General  Medical  Council  in  1933  for  the  study  of 
pharmacopoeial  processes  and  tests  is  of  great  value,  both 
intrinsically  and  as  an  acknowledgment  that  this  kind  of  study 
should  be  continuous ;  but  its  staff  can  hardly  expect  to  settle, 
without  reference  to  other  investigators,  all  the  problems  that 
arise  in  connexion  with  the  evolution  of  standards  of  increasing 
precision.  I  was  specially  interested  in  Mr.  Bowyer's  discussion 
of  chloral  hydrate  and  iron  and  quinine  citrate.  Chloral  hydrate 
is  perhaps  the  most  important  hypnotic  known  to  medicine, 
notwithstanding  all  the  juggling  with  new  synthetic  compounds : 
its  standardisation,  therefore,  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  con- 
sequence. The  detailed  study  of  iron  and  quinine  citrate  dis- 
closed in  the  article  throws  fresh  light  on  a  familiar  substance, 
and  reminds  us  of  the  difficulty  of  being  sure  that  the  last  word 
has  been  spoken  on  an  analytical  problem.  This  difficulty  may 
be  the  explanation  of  the  recurring  mention  of  such  drugs  a 
digitalis  and  ergot  in  the  proceedings  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference.

Lighting  Prosecution. — At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  September  29,  William  Ashwood,  described  as  a  chemist, 
Shaftesbury  Avenue,  W.,  was  prosecuted  for  causing  to  be 
displayed  a  light  "not  so  obscured  as  to  prevent  the  illumination 
therefrom  being  visible  from  outside  the  building."  In  imposing 
a  fine  of  los.  the  magistrate.  Mr.  McKenna,  said  what  was  satisfac- 
tory in  one  area  might  not  be  satisfactory  in  another  part  of  the 
country.  A  policeman  said  that  he  saw  a  light  in  a  chemist's  shop 
in  Shaftesbury  Avenue  at  9  p.m.  on  September  12.  Inside  the 
glass  panel  of  a  door  had  been  pasted  a  sheet  of  brown  paper, 
with  letters  cut  out  to  form  the  words,  "Open — Chemist."  Some 
red  paper  had  been  pasted  over  the  lettering,  but  the  light 
showed  through.  When  the  matter  was  pointed  out  to  Mr. 
Ashwood  he  said,  "  I  have  had  several  people  in  here  to-night, 
who  told  me  it  was  all  right.  If  I  cannot  have  a  light  showing 
I  might  as  well  shut  up."  In  cross-examination,  the  constable 
agreed  that  the  lights  in  the  shop  were  screened  and  that  no 
direct  light  was  visible.  Mr.  Ashwood,  he  said,  told  him  that  two 
air-raid  wardens  had  approved  the  lights.  Mr.  Ashwood  said  that 
the  lights  in  the  shop  were  screened  and  did  not  shine  on  the 
door.  On  the  day  before  he  was  reported,  a  policeman  had  told 
him  that  the  light  showing  through  the  lettering  was  too  bright 
and  he  accordingly  pasted  two  more  thicknesses  of  red  paper  over 
it.  Counsel  for  the  defence  urged  that  a  red  glow  did  not  constitute 
illumination. 

Stolen  Perfumery  in  Cut  Price  Shop.— At  the  County  of 
London  Sessions,  on  September  29,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Cohen,  a 
company  director,  pleaded  "not  guilty"  to  a  charge  of  breaking 
and  entering  the  shop  of  Alfred  Namias,  George  Street,  London, 
W.,  and  stealing  sums  of  money  and  a  quantity  of  perfume,  valued 
together  at  £2^?>.  She  also  pleaded  "not  guilty"  to  receiving 
part  of  the  stolen  property.  Mr.  G.  G.  Raphael,  counsel  for  the 


prosecution,  said  that  Mr.  Namias  was  the  agent  in  this  country 
for  a  perfume  which  came  from  Paris  and  was  made  by  the 
D'Orsay  Perfume  Co.  On  the  night  of  June  15-16,  his  shop  was 
broken  into,  and  a  large  quantity  of  chemists'  and  hairdressers' 
sundries  were  stolen,  amounting  in  all  to  £25?>.  The  defendant 
was  the  wife  of  the  proprietor  of  a  cut  price  shop  in  Edgware 
Road,  where  she  sold  scent,  flapjacks,  hair  cream,  and  so  forth, 
at  cut  prices.  On  July  19,  just  over  a  month  after  the  robbery, 
Mr.  Namias  went  to  the  cut  price  shop,  and  was  served  with  scent 
that  he  recognised  as  his  property.  A  further  purchase  was 
made  on  July  22,  and  this  again  was  identified.  The  police  were 
informed,  and  at  defendant's  flat  they  found  three  stolen  flapjacks 
and  some  stolen  lipsticks.  At  the  shop,  the  police  found  twenty- 
three  boxes  of  perfume,  which  were  later  identified  as  having 
been  stolen.  Mrs.  Cohen  said  she  was  managing  her 
husband's  shop  in  his  absence.  It  was  a  limited  company, 
and  she  was  a  director.  She  sold  toilet  requisites  in  the  shop  at 
less  than  ordinary  prices.  She  bought  toilet  requisites  .  from 
many  firms  and  through  travellers,  and  had  known  a  man  named 
Victor  Beagle  for  about  five  years.  He  came  into  the  shop 
about  once  a  week  and  sometimes  gave  her  5  or  10  per  cent, 
more  than  the  wholesalers  ordinary  discount.  She  always  paid 
him  in  cash.  The  toilet  requisites  she  bought  from  Beagle  were 
sold  quite  openly  over  the  counter.  Although  she  dealt  with 
reputable  firms,  their  names  would  not  appear  in  the  account. 
Indirectly,  she  bought  goods  from  certain  firms,  but  they  would 
not  supply  her  direct  because  she  was  a  cut  price  shop  and 
bought  through  others.  The  jury  found  the  defendant  guilty  of 
receiving  part  of  the  stolen  property.  After  police  evidence,  Mr. 
Cockburn,  acting  chairman  of  the  Sessions,  in  passing  sentence 
of  ten  months'  imprisonment,  said  accused  had  had  one  warning, 
and  he  could  not  bind  her  over  again.

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Shopfitting  and  Display  Notes 


Black-out  paper  as  medium  for  sales  messages. — Where 
black  paper  has  been  used  on  the  front  (street)  side  of  the  window 
enclosure,  it  may  be  effectively  relieved  by  sales  messages  cut 
out  of  brightly-coloured  metallic  paper.  Some  chemists  are 
removing  the  lamps  from  their  window  reflectors.  This  is  a 
procedure  not  to  be  recommended,  as  the  lamps  may  still  be 
required  for  daytime  lighting,  particularly  where  dark  back- 
grounds have  been  put  in. 

Window-protection  methods  compared. — Chemists  are 
using  various  methods  of  protecting  their  plate-glass  against 


it  reduces  the  risk  of  flying  fragments  damaging  displayed 
merchandise.  Of  the  glass  protected  by  gummed  paper  strips 
slightly  over  half  disappeared  {illustration  3).  The  fourth  test 
was  with  a  window  of  which  the  glass  had  been  treated  on  the 
inner  side  with  chlorinated  varnish  covered  with  transparent 
cellulose  film,  so  that  the  glass  had  virtually  two  distinct  films 
behind  it.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  illustration,  these  proved 
rather  more  effective  than  the  other  methods.  Moreover,  cellu- 
lose film  neither  interrupts  the  shopper's  view  of  the  display  nor 
disfigures  the  window.   One  firm  is  supplying  the  film  in  rolls

breakage  likely  to  be  caused  by  blast  and  vibration  in  the  event 
of  an  air-raid.  The  most  popular  practice  appears  to  be  to  apply 
strips  of  gummed  paper  to  the  glass,  in  diagonal,  horizontal,  or 
vertical  lines.  Few  chemists  are  using  wire-netting,  though  in 
certain  other  trades  this  seems  to  be  in  greater  favour.  Experi- 
ments on  a  small  scale  with  different  materials,  applied  to  or 
used  in  conjunction  with  glass,  have  proved  these  methods  to 
be  of  some  value.  Tests  were  carried  out  on  panes  of  window 
glass  framed  in  rough  wood,  2  ft.  square,  by  means  of  a  shot- 
gun fired  at  2  ft.  range.  Although  the  experiment  was  carried 
out  on  simple  and  moderate  lines,  without  any  pretence  at 
imitating  air-raid  conditions,  it  has  provided  a  guide  to  the 
relative  efficiency  of  different  forms  of  protection  for  plate-glass. 
The  results  are  demonstrated  in  the  accompanying  illustrations. 
The  first  shows  the  effect  on  unprotected  glass,  which  was  com- 
pletely shattered.  The  pane  disappeared  except  for  a  few  jagged 
pieces  of  glass  left  adhering  to  the  frame.  The  second  illustra- 
tion shows  glass  fronted  with  wire-netting.  More  than  half  of 
the  glass  disappeared  after  the  shot,  the  wire-netting  probably 
having  had  the  effect  of  causing  some  of  the  small  shot  to 
ricochet  before  striking  the  glass.  Though  there  seems  to  be  an 
indication  that  netting  placed  outside  the  glass  serves  as  a 
guard  against  flying  fragments  of  masonry  and  metal,  the  view 
may  also  be  taken  that  it  is  of  more  use  behind  the  glass,  where 


4  ft.  wide,  and  possessing  one  surface  that 
merely  requires  moistening  in  order  to  be 
attached  to  the  plate-glass.  When  chlorina- 
ted varnish  is  used,  it  is  found  to  peel  off 
less  easily  than  ordinary  varnish ;  but  the 
use  of  one  layer  of  the  latter  has  been  found 
better  than  applying  the  cellulose  film 
direct  to  the  glass.  Whichever  method  is 
adopted,  the  material  needs  stripping  off 
and  replacing  from  time  to  time.  The  final 
demonstration  was  upon  glass  which  had 
been  sprayed  on  the  inner  surface  with  a 
solution  having  a  latex  content  (illustra- 
tion 5).  This  solution,  which  dries  quickly 
in  the  form  of  a  transparent  film,  proved  to 
be  the  most  effective  protection  of  all. 
Little  more  than  glass  dust  and  tiny 
fragments  fell  away  and,  apart  from  the 
fact  that  both  glass  and  backing  were 
pierced  with  shot  holes,  the  space  behind 
the  model  window  remained  unexposed. 
The  firm  marketing  this  solution  (Pytram, 
Ltd.,  New  Maiden,  Surrey)  consider  it  unnecessary  to  .spray 
both  sides  of  window  glass ;  but  recommend  users  to  spray  both 
sides  of  lay-lights,  sky-lights,  and  other  overhead  glazing. 
Two  coats  are  recommended  and,  as  the  solution  dries  with  a 
slightly  sticky  surface,  a  final  spraying  with  a  transparent 
lacquer  that  dries  hard  and  smooth  is  desirable.  This  can  be 
washed  down  with  cold  water  in  the  same  way  as  glass.  Cost  is 
governed  by  distance,  accessibility  of  the  glass,  and  area  to  be 
sprayed,  so  that  no  standard  charge  per  square  foot  can  be 
fixed ;  but,  for  the  average  pharmacy,  the  price  should  be  a 
matter  of  a  few  pence  per  square  foot.  The  spraying  device 
is  sufficiently  compact  to  be  brought  to  the  site  in  a  small  van 
or  private  motor  car.  Experiments  are  now  being  made  with 
the  production  of  a  brushing  solution,  which  will  simplify  the 
protection  of  showcases  and  small  windows.  Windows  at  the 
back  of  the  premises  can  be  rendered  light-proof  by  using  the 
same  material  impregnated  with  a  black  pigment. — A  colour- 
less solution  that  may  be  sprayed  or  brushed  on  to  both  sides 
of  the  glass  so  that,  while  retaining  its  full  transparency,  the 
glass  is  considerably  strengthened  and  rendered  splinterproof 
has  been  put  on  the  market  by  Leon  Goodman,  Ltd.,  who  hold 
the  sole  rights  in  the  process,  and  are  in  a  position  to  under- 
take contracts  for  treating  shops,  factories,  etc.  Glass  so  treated 
gains  all  the  properties  of  "safety"  glass.

Increased  prices. — Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Greenford, 
announce  an  increase  in  the  prices  of  Glucodin,  details  of  which 
are  given  on  another  page.

Parliamentary  News 

CoD-LivER  Oil  for  Poultry 

Sir  a.  Baillie  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster 
on  September  28  whether  he  could  make  any  statement  as  to  the 
shortage  of  cod-liver  oil,  which  was  vital  for  modern  rearing  of 
young  chickens ;  and  whether  steps  were  being  taken  to  provide 
increased  supplies  ? 

Mr.  W.  S.  Morrison  :  I  am  not  aware  of  any  shortage  of 
cod-liver  oil.  I  am,  however,  looking  into  the  question  of  future 
supplies  and  will  bear  in  mind  the  point  raised  by  my  hon.  Friend. 

Chemists'  Shops  as  Shelters 
Mr.  F.  a.  Macquisten  asked  the  Home  Secretary  on  Sep- 
tember 28  whether  he  was  aware  that  certain  local  authorities 
had  designated  the  basements  of  chemists'  shops  as  public  air- 
raid shelters  ;  and  whether,  as  the  public  would  run  a  considerable 
additional  risk  in  being  directed  and  in  going  to  premises  stored 
with  dangerous  drugs  and  corrosives,  he  would,  in  the  public 
interest,  direct  that  shelters  should  not  be  designated  in  such 
places  ? 

Sir  J.  Anderson:  Yes,  Sir.  The  question  whether  such 
premises  are  suitable  for  use  as  public  air-raid  shelters  must 
depend  on  the  circumstances  of  the  particular  case,  and  I  do  not 
think  it  would  be  wise  to  seek  to  lay  down  any  general  rule  in 
this  matter.  I  have  no  doubt  that  local  authorities  take  into 
account  the  extent  to  which  the  presence  of  stores  of  the  kind 
mentioned  by  my  hon.  and  learned  Friend  may  reduce  the 
potential  use  of  premises  for  shelter  purposes,  and  I  understand 
that  local  authorities  have  in  a  number  of  cases  cancelled  the 
designation  of  chemists'  shops  for  this  purpose. 
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Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

London. — At  a  meeting  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  held  on  September  ig,  the  chairman  (Mr.  H.  Skinner) 
referred  to  the  recent  death  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Thompson  (a  past- 
chairman  and  member  of  the  Committee  since  its  inception). 
A  resolution  of  sympathy  and  condolence  with  Mrs.  Thompson 
and  family  was  passed  in  silence,  all  members  standing  in  their 
places.  A  report  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  emergency  committee 
was  received  and  adopted.  By  their  prompt  action  on  September 
7,  the  committee  had,  in  view  of  the  Lighting  Restrictions  Order, 
obtained  the  agreement  of  the  London  Insurance  Committee 
and  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  a  change  in  the 
normal  closing  hour  for  London  Panel  chemists  from  8  p.m.  to 
7  p.m.,  as  from  September  i8.  Every  panel  chemist  in  the  County 
has  been  notified  by  a  circular  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tee, receiving  also  a  reply-card  for  notifying  facilities  available 
for  dispensing  scripts  marked  "Urgent"  after  closing  hours. 
When  these  returns  have  been  completed  and  duly  recorded 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  will  examine  the  position  and 
make  arrangements  for  a  rota  service  in  any  district  where  it  is 
found  to  be  needed.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  commun- 
icate with  the  Panel  Committee  with  a  view  to  arranging  joint 
meetings  of  the  respective  emergency  committees  as  and  when 
necessary.  The  secretary  reported,  inter  alia,  {a)  that  the  check- 
ing of  prescriptions  for  the  month  of  April,  1939,  showed  a 
margin  of  error  in  pricing  of  -|-  0'05  ;  {b)  the  following  changes 
in  the  Panel  List  for  the  second  quarter,  1939:  Shops  changed 
hands  21,  new  shops  7,  new  branches  7,  resignations  13  ;  (c)  that 
on  June  30,  1939,  there  were  1,739  shops  on  the  London  Panel 
(1,289  inside  and  450  outside  the  County).  He  also  reported  the 
following  dispensing  figures  for  the  six  months  January  to  June, 
1939

The  chemists'  service  subcommittee  reported  particulars  of 
five  cases  dealt  with  under  the  testing  scheme  for  the  month 
of  June,  1939.  In  four  cases  the  chemists  were  censured  and 
fined  and  in  the  fifth  case  no  further  action  was  taken. 

Suspension  of  Testing  Scheme 

Clerks  to  Insurance  Committees  have  been  notified  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  them  formally  to 
determine  the  agreements  they  have  entered  into  for  the  testing 
of  drugs  and  appliances.  In  default  of  more  favourable  terms 
being  arranged  committees  should,  states  the  circular,  pay  for 
the  tests  which,  under  the  agreement,  were  due  to  be  taken  during 
the  period  of  notice. 

Checking  of  Prescriptions  to  Continue 

Referring  to  a  paragraph  in  last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  cS-  D.  (p. 
337),  the  Superintendent  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  of  the 
Drug  Accounts  Committee  (Scotland)  writes  that  the  pricing 
of  the  prescriptions,  preparation  of  the  chemists'  accounts,  and 
scrutiny  of  prescriptions  is  to  be  continued  as  usual,  and  no 
alteration  has  been  or  is  being  made  in  the  administration  of 
the  Bureau.

Emergency  Lighting 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  a  report  of  a  pro- 
secution for  contravention  of  the  Emergency  Lighting 
Order  (p.  354)  and  some  valuable  advice  by  a  well-known 
firm  of  solicitors  (p.  366).  The  offence  referred  to  took  place 
on  September  12,  and  it  was  stated  in  evidence  that  the 
defendant  had  used  red  material  for  the  purpose  of  forming 
the  words  "Open — Chemist."  In  the  C.  (S'D.,  September  23, 
there  was  published  an  article  entitled  "Business  as 
Unusual,"  in  which  an  "Open"  sign  was  described,  but  blue 
material,  not  red,  was  advocated.  Apart  from  the  per- 
mitted use  of  blue  lamps  in  certain  circumstances  under 
the  "black-out"  regulations,  anyone  familiar  with  optics 
will  appreciate  the  importance  of  this  distinction,  while 
for  others  not  so  acquainted  a  simple  demonstration  can 
easily  be  staged.  As  the  issue  of  the  C.  6-  D.  containing 
the  article  referred  to  is  out  of  print,  for  the  benefit  of  our 
readers  who  may  still  require  a  sign  such  as  was  described, 
the  details  are  as  follows :  A  piece  of  stout  black  paper  is 
required  from  which  the  word  "open"  is  cut  in  letters 
eight  inches  high.  Two  thicknesses  of  navy  blue  crepe 
paper  are  pasted  behind.  The  illumination  inside  the  shop 
can  be  quite  bright  and  during  the  black-out  the  sign  shows 
up  plainly  from  outside.  The  letters  should  be  spaced  well 
apart.  As  the  illumination  in  one  shop  may  vary  from  that 
in  another,  three  thicknesses  of  blue  paper,  or  perhaps 
only  one,  may  be  required.  To  meet  possible  differences  of 
viewpoint  among  local  authorities,  readers  would  be  well 
advised  to  obtain  official  sanction  for  the  actual  sign  before 
putting  it  in  service.  The  magistrate  at  Bow  Street  Police 


Court  was  informed,  according  to  our  report,  that  a  sign 
similar  to  the  one  forming  the  subject  of  the  prosecution 
had  been  described  in  a  trade  journal.  Which  publication 
is  not  clear,  but  obviously  the  sign  was  not  in  accordance 
with  that  described  in  the  C.  D.,  and  in  the  circumstances 
we  strongly  advise  chemists  to  avoid  "rouge  et  noir" 
whenever  possible. 

The  Future  of  Pharmacy — I 

Preoccupation  with  the  problems  of  war-time  should  not 
be  allowed  to  be  the  excuse  for  shutting  our  eyes  to  the 
problems  which  will  most  certainly  face  us  on  the  return 
of  peace.  To  that  happy  event  we  shall  all  look  forward, 
and  it  behoves  us  to  prepare  to  build  a  new  order  as  far  as 
it  lies  in  our  power  to  do  so.  The  questions  which  lie  to 
our  hand,  and  which  are  within  our  capacity  to  solve,  must 
be  examined  now.  For  that  reason,  we  propose  to  examine 
the  state  of  pharmacy,  and  at  a  later  date  to  put  forward 
some  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  the  lot  of  those  who 
practise  pharmacy  in  this  country. 

Those  who  have  read  the  interim  report  of  the  Committee 
of  Inquiry  set  up  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  have 
observed  the  extremely  involved  sources  of  the  trade. 
Moreover,  the  history  of  the  Society  has  been  largely  one  of 
baffled  aspirations  and  disappointed  hopes.  The  reason  for 
this  unfortunate  state  of  aflairs  lies  to  a  great  extent  in  the 
faulty  draughtsmanship  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1868.  Clearly  it  was  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  that 
Act  that  the  practice  of  pharmacy  should  be  restricted  to 
individuals  who  had  qualified  as  chemists  and  druggists  by 
registration  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  By  mis- 
chance, the  term  "persons"  was  applied  to  such  individuals, 
and  used  in  that  sense  throughout  the  Act,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  passing  of  the  Limited  Liability  Companies 
Act  some  years  before  had  given  to  the  word  a  much  wider 
connotation.  In  less  than  twelve  years  after  the  passing  of 
the  Act  of  1868  this  defect  was  disclosed,  and  by  the  decision 
of  the  Courts  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  London  and 
Provincial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  case,  it  was  made  clear 
that  bodies  corporate  could,  in  the  words  of  the  Act,  "keep 
open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons."  This  case  opened  the 
door  wide  for  the  growth  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  by 
limited  liability  companies,  and  every  Act  which  has 
followed  has  confirmed  the  position  and  powers  of  com- 
panies in  that  direction. 

We  are  far  from  suggesting  that  this  movement  has  had 
only  unfortunate  effects  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  or 
that  even  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  have  stemmed 
what  is,  after  all,  an  economic  movement  which  has 
embraced  all  sections  of  the  distributing  trades.  It  was  not 
to  be  expected  that  the  drug  trade  should  escape  an  eruption 
of  this  nature.  Those  individual  pharmacists  who  ignore  or 
oppose  this  growth  are  but  beating  the  air.  Company  retail 
trading  is  here  and  is  firmly  entrenched  in  our  economic  life. 

We  have  thus  reached  the  point  when  three  well-marked 
groups  of  pharmaceutical  retailers  can  be  distinguished. 
The  first  comprises  the  small  trader,  either  a  sole  trader  or  a 
partnership  of  pharmacists  or  a  private  joint-stock  company 
with  one  or  a  small  number  of  places  of  business.  The 
second  group  embraces  the  large  company  concerns,  who 
have  built  up  a  vertical  organisation, with  purchasing,  manu- 
facturing and  distributing  activities.  These  have  become 
self-contained  units.  The  third  group,  more  recently  de- 
veloped, and  approaching  the  second  in  the  nature  of  their 
organisation,  are  the  co-operative  stores,  who  are  increasing 
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their  pharmaceutical  branches.  The  three  sections  have  one 
thing  in  common,  namely,  that  they  are  meeting  fierce  and 
growing  competition  from  the  fixed  price  chain  store  in 
many  lines  which  have  hitherto  been  regarded  as  the 
province  of  the  chemist. 

We  are  for  the  moment  concerned  with  the  first  group 
mentioned  above,  and  we  ask  ourselves  the  question : 
"To  what  extent  can  this  group  resist  the  pressure  of 
competition  from  the  second  and  third  groups?"  and,  in 
the  second  place,  ' '  by  what  means  can  they  improve  their 
power  of  resistance  to  that  pressure  ? "  If  we  can  find  the 
answer  to  these  questions,  we  shall  have  travelled  far 
towards  a  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  continued  existence 
of  the  small  retailing  unit.  That  it  is  a  form  of  trading  whose 
extinction  would  have  deplorable  effects  upon  the  com- 
munity is  unquestionable.  It  is  very  largely  from  its  ranks 
that  have  been  recruited  the  members  of  our  local  governing 
bodies  whose  voluntary  services  constitute  a  form  of 
government  which  is  not  paralleled  in  any  other  country. 
It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  manager  of  a  branch  of  a 
chain  store  who  may  be  transferred  at  short  notice  to  another 
town  should  take  a  keen  interest  in  the  local  government  of 
the  place  wherein  he  temporarily  resides.  Moreover,  were 
he  eliminated  the  effect  upon  the  wholesale  trade  would  be 
disastrous.  Healthy  competition  would  be  suppressed,  and 
there  is  little  doubt  that  the  increased  costs  due  to  a  virtual 
monopoly  would  fall  upon  the  public.  There  would  be  no 
inducement  for  wholesale  houses  to  carry  on  their  business 
at  all.  In  this  connexion,  we  may  cite  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  Commercial  Travellers'  Association  at  their  recent 
conference  in  Birmingham  to  the  effect  that  the  country 
would  be  better  served  by  a  number  of  individually-owned 
businesses  than  by  a  few  great  combines.  Whatever 
defects  may  be  apparent  in  the  organisation  and  service 
rendered  by  the  small-scale  trader,  the  country  simply 
cannot  afford  to  lose  his  services  or  to  contemplate  his 
passing  with  equanimity.  For  that  reason,  when  we  come 
to  the  point  of  making  proposals  for  the  improvement  of 
pharmacy  on  the  whole,  we  shall  devote  special  attention 
to  the  case  of  the  small  retailer. 

The  War  Budget 

When  introducing  his  Emergency  Budget  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  September  27,  Sir  John  Simon  said:  "If 
finance  failed,  then  the  prop  which  sustains  the  whole  of 
our  war  effort  collapses."  He  then  proceeded  to  expound 
his  proposals  which  constitute  the  most  severe  taxation, 
direct  and  indirect,  ever  imposed  in  the  history  of  the 
country.  We  believe  the  nation,  as  a  whole,  and  partic- 
ularly the  industrial  and  commercial  interests,  will  accept 
as  a  duty  and  with  resolute  determination  the  responsi- 
bility of  meeting  to  the  full  these  further  heavy  demands 
of  the  Chancellor.  To  succeed  in  doing  so,  manufacturers 
and  traders  will  need  to  go  full  speed  ahead,  and  no  oppor- 
tunity must  be  missed  to  maintain  and,  if  possible,  increase 
our  normal  business  activities  at  home  and  particularly 
overseas.  Ultimately,  the  measure  of  our  financial  resources 
may  depend  largely  upon  ou-r  strength  commercially,  and 
we  believe  the  chemical  industry — pharmaceutical,  indus- 
trial, and  each  of  its  many  other  branches — will  in  this 
respect  prove  to  be  a  "key"  industry  financially,  as  well 
as  in  their  spheres  of  producing  adequate  supplies  of  pro- 
ducts essential  to  the  safety  of  the  nation  in  time  of  stress, 
which  has  already  been  so  well  demonstrated. 


The  present  basis  of  taxation  (April  1939  Budget), 
explained  the  Chancellor,  will  bring  in  about  ;£888, 000,000, 
and  with  ;£io7, 000,000,  the  estimated  yield  from  the  pro- 
posed new  taxes,  the  total  national  income  for  the  current 
financial  year  (ending  March  3 1,1 940) would  be  ;^995,ooo,ooo. 
Expenditure,  excluding  any  further  votes  of  credit  that 
may  be  deemed  necessary,  would  amount  to  about 
933, 000, 000,  leaving  a  sum  of  ;^938,ooo  to  be  met  by 
borrowing.  These  colossal  amounts  and  the  stern  method 
adopted  to  raise  them  will  demonstrate  to  the  world  the 
magnitude  of  the  nation's  resources  and  its  financial 
stability.  As  a  first  step  to  avoid  any  risk  of  inflation  that 
would  follow  over-borrowing,  the  Chancellor  plans  to  meet 
more  than  half  the  estimated  expenditure  from  current 
income.  During  1914-1918  more  than  70  per  cent,  of  the 
total  cost  was  borrowed.  "Cheap  money,"  as  indicated  by 
a  low  Bank  Rate,  is  a  sure  bulwark  against  forced  restric- 
tion on  consumption  due  to  inflationary  rises  in  commodity 
prices,  with  all  its  inequalities  between  different  sections 
of  the  community  and  its  crippling  effect  on  industry 
generally.  Drastic  reductions  in  net  incomes,  as  the  new 
taxes  must  mean,  are  to  be  preferred  to  a  flood  of  paper 
money  which  may  ultimately  become  practically  valueless. 

In  deciding  the  sources  from  which  the  war  millions  are 
to  be  raised,  the  Chancellor  has  brushed  aside  any  new 
form  of  taxation.  It  was  thought  that  some  form  of  luxury 
tax  might  have  been  introduced,  such  as,  for  example,  on 
high-class  cosmetics  and  toilet  articles.  Indirectly,  these 
and  all  other  types  of  luxury  goods  are  affected  by  the 
higher  rates  on  old  forms  of  national  taxation.  The  pre- 
sent is  not  the  time  to  experiment  with  petty  and  doubtful 
sources  of  revenue.  The  most  onerous  of  the  increases  is 
certainly  on  incomes,  which  will  be  at  the  rate  of  7s.  in  the 
/  for  this  year  (one  quarter  at  5s.  6d.  and  three-quarters 
at  7s.  6d.),  with  marriage  and  children  allowances  reduced. 
The  amount  on  which  the  reduced  rate  will  be  payable  for 
taxable  income  will  be  raised  from  ;^i35  to  £i(i^,  but  the 
rate  will  be  increased  from  is.  8d.  to  2s.  4d.  this  year,  and 
to  3s.  gd.  the  following  year.  Relief  is  provided  where 
incomes  are  now  substantially  less  by  permitting  assess- 
ment on  the  current  year's  income.  Holders  of  life  assur- 
ance policies  will,  of  course,  have  the  advantage  of  an 
increased  allowance  on  the  premiums;  the  old  allowance 
where  the  statutory  income  does  not  exceed  ;£i,ooo  was 
2s.  9d.,  which  will  now  become  3s.  6d.  in  the  £  in  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  3s.  gd.  next  year.  Scaled  increases  are  to 
be  imposed  on  payers  of  Surtax,  and  Excess  Profit  Tax  at 
the  rate  of  60  per  cent,  on  profits  of  businesses  in  excess 
of  the  pre-war  standards  is  to  be  levied.  The  concluding 
direct  tax  increase  is  in  respect  of  Estate  Duty. 

Indirect  taxation  increases  affecting  the  chemical  and 
allied  industries  are  put  on  sugar,  where  the  old  excise  rates 
are  raised  by  the  equivalent  of  one  penny  per  lb.  by  an 
increase  from  6s.  iid.  to  13s.  3d.  per  cwi:.  on  99°  polarisa- 
tion. The  duty  on  molasses  is  increased  in  proportion. 
The  basic  duty  on  excisable  spirits  is  increased  los.  per 
proof  gallon,  making  the  rate  £/\  2s.  6d.  It  is  understood 
the  additional  tax  will  have  to  be  paid  on  spirits  used  for 
medicinal  purposes,  but  that  drawback  will  be  increased 
accordinglJ^  In  the  case  of  glucose,  the  old  rates  of  4s.  4|d. 
(solid)  and  3s.  2d.  (liquid)  are  put  up  to  los.  3d.  and  7s.  sd. 
per  cwt.  respectively.  Saccharin  duty  is  moved  up  from 
2s.  3d.  to  5s.  2|-d.  per  oz.  The  increases  on  beer,  tobacco, 
and  British  and  foreign  wines  do  not  directly  affect  the 
chemical  industry. 
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Price  Fixing  Order 


I  HE  Minister  of  Supply  (Rt.  Hon.  E.  L.  Burgin)  has  issued 
an  emergency  order  fixing  maximum  prices  for  molasses, 
industrial  alcohol,  acetone,  acetic  acid,  butyl  alcohol, 
amyl  acetate,  butyl  acetate,  ethyl  acetate  and  fusel  oil,  pro- 
hibiting sales  of  mineralised  methylated  spirit  except  under 
licence,  and  limiting  purchases  of  controlled  material  (except 
molasses  or  mineralised  methylated  spirit)  to  sixty  gallons  ;  and  of 
molasses  to  six  tons,  in  any  period  of  six  months.  The  maximum 
prices  and  conditions  of  sale  are : — 

Molasses. — £3  per  ton,  not  including  duty  or  cost  of  containers, 
which  must  be  separately  charged  on  invoice ;  and  including  delivery 
only  to  the  extent  of  delivery  in  lots  of  not  less  than  lo  tons  each 
in  the  seller's  road  tank-wagons  to  any  premises  situate  within  five  miles 
of  any  of  the  tank-stations  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  or 
filling  in  lots  of  not  less  than  lo  tons  each  into  the  seller's  railway 
tank-wagons  at  any  of  the  railway  tank-stations  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Supply,  and  hire  of  such  wagons  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing one  week,  or  filling  into  containers  or  receptacles  having  a  capacity 
of  not  less  than  40  gallons  each  at  any  of  the  tank-stations  approved 
by  the  Minister  of  Supply.  If  any  other  delivery  or  service  is  required 
by  the  buyer,  the  seller  may  charge  in  addition  to  the  price  a  reasonable 
allowance  for  any  additional  expense  involved  thereby,  such  allowance 
to  be  separately  stated  in  the  invoice.  For  deliveries  of  less  than  40 
gallons  there  is  no  maximum  price. 

Plain  British  Spirit. — Where  the  number  of  proof  gallons  taken  over 
a  period  of  twelve  months  is  300,000  and  over,  the  maximum  price  per 
proof  gallon  is  iijd. ;  200,000  and  under  300,000,  is.;  100,000  and 
under  200,000,  is.  o|d. ;  50,000  and  under  100,000,  is.  id.;  25,000 
and  under  50,000,  is.  lid.;  17,500  and  under  25,000,  is.  i^d. ;  10,000 
and  under  17,500,  is.  2d.;  7,500  and  under  10,000,  is.  3d.;  5,000  and 
under  7,500,  is.  4d. ;  2,500  and  under  5,000,  is.  5d.  Where  the  number 
of  proof  gallons  taken  over  a  period  of  twelve  months  is  less  than 
2,500,  the  maximum  price  for  deliveries  of  40  gallons  or  more  in  40-gall. 
drums  is  is.  6d. ;  in  lo-gall.  drums,  is.  7d. ;  in  any  other  containers, 
is.  7d.  per  proof  gallon  plus  a  reasonable  allowance  for  any  additional 
expense  involved;  for  deliveries  of  10  gallons  or  more  but  less  than 
40  gallons,  in  lo-gall.  drums,  the  maximum  price  is  2S.,  in  any  other 
containers  2S.  per  proof  gallon,  together  with  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  any  additional  expense :  for  deliveries  of  less  than  10  gallons  there 
is  no  maximum  price. 

The  maximum  prices  are  for  delivery  to  buyer's  premises  in  tank- 
wagons  or  drums  returnable  at  seller's  expense.  If  the  drums  or  other 
containers  are  to  be  retained  by  the  buyer  a  reasonable  sum  may  be 
charged  for  them  in  addition  to  the  price  of  the  spirit,  such  sum  to  be 
separately  stated  on  invoice. 

Absolute  Alcohol. — The  maximum  prices  for  absolute  alcohol  are 
in  every  case  one  penny  per  proof  gallon  above  the  maximum  prices 
set  out  above  for  plain  British  spirit.  In  all  other  respects  the  provisions 
set  out  above  apply. 

Power  Methylated  Spirit. — Where  the  number  of  bulk  gallons  taken 
over  a  period  of  twelve  months  is  not  more  than  500,000,  the  maximum 
price  is  is.  gd. ;  more  than  500,000,  is.  8d.  per  bulk  gallon,  for  delivery 
in  road  tank-wagons  to  the  buyer's  premises.  If  delivery  is  required 
otherwise,  a  reasonable  extra  allowance  may  be  charged,  such  allowance 
to  be  separately  stated  on  invoice. 

Methylated  Spirit  and  Finish. — For  Industrial  Methylated  Spirit, 
the  maximum  prices  per  bulk  gallon  are  as  follows : —

Enemy  Patents  and  Trade  Marks 


THE  Patents,  Designs,  Copyright  and  Trade  Marks 
(Emergency)  Act,  1939,  virhich  received  the  Royal  Assent 
on  September  21,  makes  provision  for  dealing  with 
industrial  property  rights  in  patents,  registered  designs,  copy- 
right and  trade  marks  in  the  present  war  emergency,  with  a 
provision  for  its  effective  application  as  from  September  3,  1939. 
It  is  effective  throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of 
Man,  and  Northern  Ireland.  It  maintains  validity  of  existing 
licences  under  such  industrial  property  rights  of  enemy  subjects 
and  contracts  thereunder  notwithstanding  Section  i  of  the 
Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act,  1939,  provided  that  (a)  no  assign- 
ment or  contract  relative  to  such  property  shall  be  rendered 
valid  by  this  section  if  made  during  the  war,  and  (6)  this  section 
does  not  authorise  performance  of  any  such  contract  in  a  manner 
inconsistent  with  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act,  1939. 
Where  such  licences  existed  on  September  3,  1939,  the  Comptroller 
may  on  application  of  an  interested  party  revoke  or  vary  licences 
or  contracts  made  thereunder. 

Grant  of  Licences 

Under  Section  2,  the  Comptroller  is  empowered  to  grant  licences 
under  enemy-owned  industrial  property  for  residue  of  term  or  a 
shorter  period.  Such  licences  may  be  exclusive  or  non-exclusive 
and  subject  to  terms  the  Comptroller  may  think  expedient. 
The  Comptroller  may  also  vary  any  existing  licence.  An  order 
granting  a  licence  shall  be  as  effective  as  a  voluntary  licence. 
A  licensee  created  under  the  Act  is  empowered  to  sue  infringers 
of  his  rights.  The  Comptroller  in  granting  licences  may  order 
payments  including  royalties  subject  to  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  Act,  1939.  Licences  may  be  varied  on  application  to  the 
Comptroller  or  where  he  thinks  variation  expedient  in  the 
public  interest.  Licences  may  be  revoked  (a)  on  application  of 
licensee,  (6)  where  obtained  without  full  knowledge  of  material 
facts,  (c)  where  licensee  has  not  complied  with  official  require- 
ments or  has  failed  to  satisfy  reasonable  requirements  or  has 
charged  excessive  prices,  or  (d)  where  in  opinion  of  Comptroller 
it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  the  licence  should  be  revoked. 
The  Comptroller  has  power  under  Section  3  to  suspend  trade- 
mark rights  of  an  enemy  on  application  of  any  person  proposing 
to  deal  with  the  article  or  substance :  (a)  Such  authorised  use 
of  enemy  trade-mark  would  not  be  an  infringement,  (6)  the 
suspension  may  be  limited  in  period,  which  would  enable  the 
licensee  to  establish  his  own  description  or  reference  to  the 
article  or  substance.  Licensees  are  protected  against  "passing- 


off"  actions.  Comptroller  may  vary  orders  under  this  section. 
Section  4  describes  the  effect  of  war  on  grants  of  patents, 
designs  and  trade-marks.  It  provides  for  the  maintenance  of 
enemy  applications  provided  grantee  shall  not  require  delivery 
of  patent  or  certificate  of  registration  and  the  patent  or  registra- 
tion shall  be  subject  to  relevant  provisions  of  any  Act  in  force 
relating  to  enemy  property.  "Convention"  applications  are 
unaffected  by  the  sole  reason  that  His  Majesty  is  at  war.  (Sec- 
tion 91  of  Patents  and  Designs  Act,  1907,  and  Section  91  of 
the  Act.)  Section  5  describes  the  effect  of  war  on  international 
copyright.  Rights  of  international  copyright  are  maintained  sub- 
ject to  any  alterations  of  The  Copyright  Act,  191 1,  but  the 
provisions  of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act,  1939,  shall  apply 
to  dealings  thereunder.  Section  6  gives  power  to  the  Comp- 
troller to  extend  time  limits  under  the  Patents  and  Designs  Act, 
1907,  and  the  Trade  Marks  Act,  1938,  for  any  necessary  Act 
where  a  person  concerned  is  on  active  service  or  where  in  conse- 
quence of  the  state  of  war  the  usual  limit  of  time  would  injure 
rights  or  would  be  against  public  interest.  The  period  of  exten- 
sion may  be  as  the  Comptroller  thinks  fit  and  may  be  granted 
where  the  patent  registration  or  proceeding  has  ceased  or  expired 
or  become  void  or  invalid,  or  been  abandoned.  The  powers  may 
be  exercised  notwithstanding  the  exercise  may  benefit  an  enemy. 

Evidence  of  Ownership 

Section  7  provides  for  evidence  relating  to  nationality  and 
place  of  residence  and  decisions  relating  to  enemy  character. 
Registration  of  address  of  owner  of  industrial  property  rights 
in  enemy  territory  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  enemy 
ownership,  and  statement  on  the  register  of  particular  nationality 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  nationality.  No  order  by  the 
Comptroller  shall  be  held  invalid  by  reason  only  that  any  decision, 
made  for  the  purposes  of  the  order,  that  a  particular  person  is 
an  enemy,  is  wrong.  Section  8  provides  that  the  Comptroller 
shall,  unless  inexpedient  or  impossible,  give  to  any  person 
interested  an  opportunity  of  being  heard.  The  Board  of  Trade 
may  (under  Section  9)  make  rules  of  practice,  apposition,  ser- 
vice of  documents,  limits  of  time  for  performance  of  acts  and 
payment  of  fees.  Section  10,  the  interpretation  section,  defines 
"enemy"  and  "enemy  subject"  as  having  the  meanings  respec- 
tively assigned  to  them  by  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act, 
1939-  Where  a  patent  has  been  granted  to  any  person  as  a 
communication  from  abroad  the  other  person  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  an  interest  in  the  patent  unless  the  contrary  is  proved.

The  demand  for  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  continues  active  for  a 
wide  range  of  products.

These  include  Aspirin, 
powder  and  tablets.  The  smaller  quantities  of  Iodides  are  quoted  at  a 
further  small  increase.  Bromides  are  firm  and  a  further  increase  may 
have  to  be  made.  Chloral  Hydrate  is  dearer.  Glycerin  (B.P.) 
continues  unchanged  at  pre-war  figures.  Hexamine  has  advanced. 
Phenacetin,  Phenazone  and  Phenolphthalein  are  all  dearer.  The 
scale  of  prices  for  Hydroquinone  has  again  been  increased.  Makers' 
prices  for  Sodium  Salicylate  (B.P.)  and  Salicylic  Acid  (B.P.)  have 
been  advanced,  and  makers'  prices  for  Strychnine  Salts  are  also 
quoted  at  higher  figures.  Makers'  prices  for  Mercurials  are  at  the 
moment  withdrawn.  New  scales,  at  increased  prices,  are  shortly 
expected.  If  received  in  time  they  will  be  published  with  other  late 
prices  in  the  Coloured  Supplement.  Bismuth  Carbonate  and  Subni- 
trate  have  been  advanced;  other  Bismuth  Salts  continue  unchanged 

Crude  Drugs 

Inquiry  for  these  products  has  been  on  a  slightly  smaller  scale  this 
week,  but  supplies  of  most  products  put  on  the  market  are  being 
readily  taken  up  at  full  prices.  Values  still  tend  to  move  to  higher 
levels.  Shipment  offers  are  being  received  for  a  number  of  commodities, 
but  conditions  are  still  unfavourable  for  placing  orders.  This  week  a 
fair  volume  of  goods  has  arrived  here  and  been  landed,  but  a  large  part 
of  these  consignments  had  already  been  sold  to  consumers  and  will  not 
come  on  the  market.

Matto  Grosso  Ipecacu- 
anha has  sold  at  high  rates  on  spot,  and  Japanese  Menthol  is  firm  on 
spot,  while  shippers'  quotations  continue  to  harden.  Rough-round 
Rhubarb  is  quoted  dearer  on  spot,  with  nothing  offering  for  shipment. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  in  these  products  continues  brisk,  and  spot  values  of  most 
items  are  firm  at  the  further  advances  recorded.  Anise  (Star)  con- 
tinues in  demand  at  full  prices.  Dutch  and  American  Caraway  are 
dearer.  There  is  a  fair  call  for  Cassia  on  spot  at  higher  rates.  Ceylon 
Citronella  is  firm  as  quoted.  Clove  of  aU  descriptions  is  dearer. 
Australian  Eucalyptus  is  a  strong  spot  market ;  shipment  offers  are 
restricted  to  December-January.  There  is  little  business  on  spot  in 
Sicilian  Lemon.  A  sharp  advance  in  Nutmeg  is  recorded.  French 
Guinea  Orange  is  firm,  with  only  limited  quantities  offering  on  spot. 
Japanese  Peppermint  continues  very  firm,  with  spot  holders  not 
pressing  for  business.  American  Peppermint  is  quoted  much  dearer 
for  shipment.  Petitgrain,  Spearmint  and  Wormseed  are  all  dearer 
on  spot,  with  shipment  quotations  at  much  higher  figures.

Black-out  "  Open"  Signs 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  September  23,  in  an  article  entitled 
"Business  as  Unusual,"  the  writer  describes  a  stencil  sign  used 
in  his  shop  doorway  after  dark  to  indicate  that  the  shop  is  open 
and  states  that  the  sign  had  been  approved  by  air  raid  wardens. 
On  the  instructions  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  we 
defended  one  of  their  members  at  Bow  Street  Police  Court  last 
week  on  a  summons  for  a  breach  of  the  Lighting  Restrictions 
Order  when  he  was  using  a  sign  similar  to  that  described  in 
this  article.  This  sign  had  been  approved  by  the  air  raid  war- 
dens but  not  by  the  police,  and  the  Magistrate,  Mr.  McKenna, 
held  that  it  was  a  breach  of  the  Order  and  he  convicted  the 
defendant  and  imposed  a  fine  of  los.  The  Order  prohibits  any 
light  unless  it  is  "so  obscured  as  to  prevent  any  illumination 
therefrom  being  visible  from  outside  the  building,"  but  para- 
graph 3  of  the  Order  provides  that  the  prohibition  shall  not 
apply  with  respect  to  any  light  the  display  of  which  is  authorised 
by  or  on  behalf  of  a  Chief  Oiiicer  of  Police.  It  would  therefore 
appear  that  the  best  course  for  chemists  to  adopt  would  be  to 
try  to  obtain  such  authorisation.  It  is  no  u.se  asking  the  opinion 
of  a  police  constable  on  duty.  Application  should  be  made  to  a 
police  inspector  or  superintendent  at  a  police  station  and  if  the 
authorisation  is  granted,  the  police  should  be  asked  to  confirm 
it  in  writing.^ — Yours  faithfully,

Business  in  Evacuated  Areas 

Sir, — I  see  in  the  news  from  Liverpool  (C.  &■  D.,  September  23, 
p.  318)  that  the  chemists  in  that  city  have  had  a  considerably 
increased  turnover  lately.  For  that  they  should  consider  them- 
selves fortunate,  for  the  experience  of  London  pharmacists  has 
been  exactly  the  opposite,  especially  those  established  in  the 
evacuation  areas,  where  in  some  instances  the  returns  have 
dropped  below  a  half,  and  in  one  case  I  was  told  it  was  only 
about  one-quarter  the  normal  amount.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
evacuation  of  the  congested  areas  is  a  wise  plan  in  view  of  the 
anticipated  air-raids,  but  it  has  completely  disorganised  the  life 
and  trade  of  the  evacuated  districts,  and  at  the  moment  it  is 
difficult  to  foresee  what  the  position  of  traders  in  those  districts 
will  be  if  the  war  continues  for  anything  like  the  length  of  time 
provisionally  forecast  by  the  Government.  Chemists'  overhead 
expenses  will  be  increased  while  their  business  will  tend  to 
decrease  due  to  the  decline  In  local  population  and  the  unem- 
ployment caused  by  the  closing  of  so  many  City  offices.

Pharmaceutical  Service 

Sir, — "Xrayser"  in  this  week's  "Topical  Reflections" 
(C.  &■  D.,  Sept.  30,  p.  335)  says  that  no  medical  service  is 
complete  without  an  adequate  and  efficient  pharmaceutical 
service.  This  axiom  has  be^n  accepted  in  most  other  countries, 
and  naturally  as  pharmacists  we  take  it  for  granted,  but  neither 
the  Government  nor  the  medical  profession  appear  to  recognise 
the  necessity  for  a'  complete  pharmaceutical  service,  or  if  they 
do  realise  it,  there  seems  to  be  little  sign  of  any  proper  use  being 
made  of  it.  The  public  medical  services  which  have  been  in- 
augurated so  far  in  some  districts  have  not  made  any  regular 
use  of  the  services  of  pharmacists  for  the  supply  of  medicines, 
and  now  chemists  are  to  be  left  out  of  the  scheme  of  dispensing 
for  evacuated  children.  We  were  told  long  ago  that  the 
place  for  the  pharmacist  is  in  his  pharmacy,  but  there  must  be 
a  number  of  pharmacists  who  are  not  attached  to  any  pharmacy, 
who  would  be  available,  and  there  will  be  some  who  have 
been  employed  as  managers  or  assistants  in  the  evacuated 
areas,  who  through  loss  of  trade  will  become  unemployed. 
As  the  Government  asked  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
compile  a  register  of  available  chemists,  and  also  recently  in  a 
reply  given  in  the  House  of  Commons  (p.  338)  has  referred 
members  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession  to  their  own  organisa- 
tion for  guidance,  it  seems  a  complete  contradiction  that  when 
there  is  pharmaceutical  work  to  be  done,  pharmacists  should 
not  be  given  the  opportunity  to  do  it. — Yours  faithfully.

E.  IV.  S.  (5/9). — Honey  and  almond  cream. — The  following 
is  a  recommended  formula  for  this  type  of  preparation  and  we 
think  it  will  be  more  satisfactory  than  the  one  you  have  been 
using : — 

Sodium  borate,  in  fine  powder   . .        . .      3-75  gm. 

Hard  soap,  in  fine  powder         .  .        .  .    33-75  gm. 

White  wax  .  .        .  .        . .        .  .      7'50  gm. 

Spermaceti . .        . .        .  .        . .        .  .    41-25  gm.

Hamamelis  water  .  .        . .        . .        . .    15  c.c.

Quince  seed,  bruised       . .        . .        . .      5  gm. 

Perfume,  as  desired.

Macerate  the  quince  seed  in  500  c.c.  of  distilled  water  for  24 
hours,  shaking  frequently,  and  strain  through  muslin.  Melt  the 
wax,  spermaceti  and  almond  oil,  add  the  glycerin,  mix,  add  the 
mucilage  quickly  and  shake  thoroughly.  Dissolve  the  soap  and 
sodium  borate  in  300  c.c.  of  boiling  distilled  water,  and  the 
sulphuric  acid,  hamamelis  water  and  honey,  previously  mixed ; 
add  this  to  the  first  mixture,  and  mix  by  shaking.  When  luke- 
warm add  the  perfume  ;  set  aside  for  four  days,  shaking  frequently, 
and  strain,  adding  sufficient  distilled  water  to  make  the  product 
measure  1000  c.c. 

W.  M.  N.  {26/9). — Fumigation  of  corn. — Carbon  disulphide 
is  largely  used  for  fumigating  grain  infested  with  weevils.  Unless 
specially  purified  it  leaves  an  after  odour  and  taste,  and  on  this 
account  carbon  tetrachloride  is  replacing  it  to  a  great  extent 
(but  this  fumigant  must  also  be  purified).  The  atmosphere  is 
toxic  when  it  contains  0-5  per  cent,  of  carbon  disulphide  vapour ; 
it  is  sufficient  to  place  the  fumigant  in  an  open  bowl  and  leave 
it  in  the  gas-tight  chamber.  Naked  lights  must  be  avoided  as 
carbon  disulphide  is  inflammable  and  its  admixture  with  air 
explosive. 

P.  J.  W.  (26/9). — Blackleg  in  poultry. — We  have  no  for- 
mula to  offer  you  of  the  nature  you  suggest.  The  only  thing 
that  can  be  done  is  preventive  inoculation  with  a  vaccine  made 
from  the  causative  organism.  Some  success  has  been  claimed  for 
the  treatment  consisting  of  incising  the  swellings  and  dressing 
the  wounds  with  antiseptics,  but  this  method  is  seldom  adopted 
to-day. 

L.  B.  (26/9). — Bleached  shellac. — This  can  be  prepared 
from  the  orange  shellac  by  dissolving  in  a  dilute  solution  of 
sodium  carbonate  and  bleaching  with  sodium  hypochlorite 
solution,  chlorine  or  sulphurous  acid  to  destroy  the  red  lac  dye. 
The  bleached  shellac  is  then  precipitated  by  the  addition  of 
sulphuric  acid,  is  collected  and  washed,  "pulled "  under  the  water 
and  finally  twisted  into  sticks  and  placed  in  cold  water.  It  is 
readily  soluble  in  alcohol  or  wood  naptha  freshly  prepared  or 
when  preserved  under  water,  but  becomes  insoluble  on  exposure 
to  the  air  or  even  on  long  keeping  under  water.

Paris  Exhibition  Awards 

We  are  disposed  to  think  that  the  honours  have  been,  on  the 
whole,  fairly  awarded  by  the  Paris  juries.  A  few  instances  of 
national  prejudice  might,  of  course,  be  quoted,  but  in  general 
care  seems  to  have  been  taken  to  distribute  the  principal  awards 
with  discretion  and  in  due  proportion.  If  anything.  Great  Britain 
has  been  exceptionally  favoured.  While  the  rate  of  awards  to 
exhibitors  has  been  55  per  cent,  of  the  gross  total,  the  British 
section  has  been  complimented  by  about  90  per  cent,  of  awards 
to  its  exhibitors.  We  do  not  expect  to  hear  of  universal  satis- 
faction, and  for  the  reasons  we  have  given  we  are  inclined  to 
the  opinion  that  exhibitions  would  themselves  be  none  the 
worse,  and  that  trade  generally  would  be  somewhat  healthier, 
if  the  system  of  graduated  honours  were  either  modified  or 
abandoned.
